Girls Says She Lied 
in Seottsboro Case 


Reveals There Was No As- 
sault by Negroes—White 


Man Involved 


DECATURE, Ala.—(/P)—Ruby Bates, 


missing witness of the Seottsboro case, 
entered the courtroom Thursday and 
denied she ever was assaulted by 
eight negroes who are on trial for at- 
tacking her and another white girl_ 


"No sir." said Ruby when Samuel 


S. Leibowitz of New York, chief de- 
fense attorney asked: "Were you at- 
tacked aboard the freight train that 
afternoon. 


The girl—missing since February 27 


—appeared just as the defense pre- 
pared to rest its case in behalf of 
Heywood Patterson, 19. Chntlanooga 
negro, first defendant to face trial 
here. 


She said she had been in New York 


where she met Dr. Hurry Emerson 
Fosdick, pastor of the Riverside Bap- 
tist church. She told the minister her 
story, she said, nnd he sent her to 
Birmingham to see Dr. Charles Cling- 
man, rector of the Episcopal Church of 
the Advent. 


And then she came here and told 


from the stand a dramatic story of 
her adventures. 


Ruby testified against the negroes in 


their first trial at Scottsboro. She said 
then she was assaulted. 


"I told it because I was excited," 


she said today. 


Mrs. 
Victoria Price, who says she 


was with Ruby and was attacked as 
they liobocd on a fricghl train, was in 
the courtroom when the girl entered. 
She has testified against Patterson. 
The women glared at each other and 
Mrs. Price's face reddened. 


Lester Carter of Knoxville, Tenn.. 


who was on the sliind during the 
morning, was brought in and the girl 
identified him. 


Carter in a three-hour recital had 


told of a clandestine meeting with the 
Bates girl at which Mrs. Price and 
Jack Tillery were present and of inti- 
macies with her.

Act No. 72 


The'creation of a Fa.ct Findifig tribunal through Act No. 


72 was the 1933 legislature's attempt at Helping city coun- 
cils fix the rates of public utilities'. 
.

The Tribunal was to' be cpmposediJ— 
• 


of a lawyer, an ejtpsr.t engineer, and 
an expert accountant; and it may em- 
sloy four engineers and four account- 
ants .together with the necessary cler- 
'cal employes ,to conduct investiga- 
ions into the valuation of utilities. 
The cost of the tribunal' is to be 


jorne-by the utilities through a tax of 
12 per $1,000 of gross earnings of util- 
ties. 


Utilities are required to file with the 


Tribunal each year a sworn statement 
showing the amount of its outstand- 
ng bonds; all outstanding stock with 
dividend rales; all other outstanding 
ndebtedness; a list of all officers and 
directors, and with amount pf salary 
>aid them and the amount of stock 
hey own; the operating statement for 
he preceding calendar year; and all 
nter-company contracts affecting the 
icrviccs to be rendered the public. 


Full authority was given the Tri- 


)unal to subpoena witnesses, inspect 
records of utilities, and to conduct 
learings. 
The evidence adduced at such hear- 
ngs will be admissable as evidence 


in any state court. 


When the record has been made, the 


act 'prescribes ijt shall ".constitute the 
sole record' on which' the' council'' or 
the corporation cornmissipn (,of. which 
the tribunal "is a part) shall fix and 
prescribe the rates to be charged by 
the utility company, and the sole r/ec- 
ord on which any proceeding'in court 
to challenge the reasonableness or val- 
idity or such rates shall be determjn- 
,ed, unless the parties by agreement 
stipulate what shall constitute the 
record." 


The act also recites that "all find- 


ings of fact made by the Tribunal aft- 
er'noiice to the utility company being 
investigated, and to the council of the 
City to the corjjpraU.ori .coninjiision in- 
terested in the investigation, and a 
full opportunity to be heard, shall be 
conclusive on all parties, in the ab- 
sence of fraud, or o? error so gross'as 
to be tantamount to fraud."

Perhaps one of the cheapest time 


and labor-saving conveniihices in the 
kitchen is a good sized pair of sharp 
shears. We all can't 
have 
electric 


choppers and mincers, but most of us 
can have a pair of strong sharp shears 
that will chop small amounts easily 
and well. 


Celery and peppers are quickly cut 


for salads. Slit each stalk o'f 'celery 
with several gashes then cut cross- 
wise. The celery can be cut as fine 
or coarse as wanted. . 


There's no danger of making those 


unsightly scars on one's thumb when 
shears are used in place of a knife. 
So often when dicing meats and veg- 
etables with a knife the 
pressure 


against the thumb of the left hand is 
great enough to slightly cut, the skin. 
Tins makes an excellent place for 
stains from fruits and vegetables to 
settle and fine black lines through 
the end of the thumb are the result. 


Handy for Steak, Bacon 


Lettuce is easily shredded, tops cut 


from beets, green onions trimmed and 
grape fruit prepared by means of the 
shears.

danger of cutting the fingers. 


An easy way' to prepare fresh pine- 


apple is>to slie it across with a large 
knife and then "peel" each slice wi'th 
the shears.' Eggplant can be prepared 
this way too. 


Candied fruits and marshmallows 


are easily prepared for desserts' when 
snipped with shears. Dip chears in 
water to prevent sticking while cut- 
ting. 


After using shears they should be 


washed and scalded and lightly |-uj>- 
bed with'any salad oil before putting 
away.- Keep them in a drawer away 
from the children, because they must 
have sharp 'points and' be sharp on 
the edges if they give the most satis- 
factory results. 


Use the shears to prepare the marsh- 


mallow's, nuts and fruit in the Spring- 
time Dessert;

whipping cream, Vt cup candied cher- 
ries, '/4 cup candied pineapple, Vfe cup 
pecan hut meats, 4 tablespons 'pow- 
dered sugar, '/4 teaspoon vanilla; few 
grains salt. 


Cut fruit in small pieces Cut marsh- 


mallows in quarters. Whip cream un- 
til firm, add' sugar and vanilla and 
fold in prepared marshmallows, fruit 
and nuts.

Girls Says She Lied 
in Seottsboro Case 


Reveals There Was No As- 
sault by Negroes—White 


Man Involved 


DECATURE, Ala.—(/P)—Ruby Bates, 


missing witness of the Seottsboro case, 
entered the courtroom Thursday and 
denied she ever was assaulted by 
eight negroes who are on trial for at- 
tacking her and another white girl_ 


"No sir." said Ruby when Samuel 


S. Leibowitz of New York, chief de- 
fense attorney asked: "Were you at- 
tacked aboard the freight train that 
afternoon. 


The girl—missing since February 27 


—appeared just as the defense pre- 
pared to rest its case in behalf of 
Heywood Patterson, 19. Chntlanooga 
negro, first defendant to face trial 
here. 


She said she had been in New York 


where she met Dr. Hurry Emerson 
Fosdick, pastor of the Riverside Bap- 
tist church. She told the minister her 
story, she said, nnd he sent her to 
Birmingham to see Dr. Charles Cling- 
man, rector of the Episcopal Church of 
the Advent. 


And then she came here and told 


from the stand a dramatic story of 
her adventures. 


Ruby testified against the negroes in 


their first trial at Scottsboro. She said 
then she was assaulted. 


"I told it because I was excited," 


she said today. 


Mrs. 
Victoria Price, who says she 


was with Ruby and was attacked as 
they liobocd on a fricghl train, was in 
the courtroom when the girl entered. 
She has testified against Patterson. 
The women glared at each other and 
Mrs. Price's face reddened.

Thursday night in the hope of effect- 
ing a reconciliation with the wife he 
Jeft two days before—but he found his 
family dead and Bedford lying uncon- 
scious in the kitchen where the gas- 
jets had been turned on. 


Bengert, a cabinet milker, told police 


of domestic difficulties which had in- 
'.crensed after Bedford went to board 
in his home two years ago.

Act No. 72 


The'creation of a Fa.ct Findifig tribunal through Act No. 


72 was the 1933 legislature's attempt at Helping city coun- 
cils fix the rates of public utilities'. 
. 
: 
The Tribunal was to' be cpmposediJ— 
• 


of a lawyer, an ejtpsr.t engineer, and 
an expert accountant; and it may em- 
sloy four engineers and four account- 
ants .together with the necessary cler- 
'cal employes ,to conduct investiga- 
ions into the valuation of utilities. 
The cost of the tribunal' is to be 


jorne-by the utilities through a tax of 
12 per $1,000 of gross earnings of util- 
ties. 


Utilities are required to file with the 


Tribunal each year a sworn statement 
showing the amount of its outstand- 
ng bonds; all outstanding stock with 
dividend rales; all other outstanding 
ndebtedness; a list of all officers and 
directors, and with amount pf salary 
>aid them and the amount of stock 
hey own; the operating statement for 
he preceding calendar year; and all 
nter-company contracts affecting the 
icrviccs to be rendered the public. 


Full authority was given the Tri- 


)unal to subpoena witnesses, inspect 
records of utilities, and to conduct 
learings. 
The evidence adduced at such hear- 
ngs will be admissable as evidence 


in any state court. 


When the record has been made, the 


act 'prescribes ijt shall ".constitute the 
sole record' on which' the' council'' or 
the corporation cornmissipn (,of. which 
the tribunal "is a part) shall fix and 
prescribe the rates to be charged by 
the utility company, and the sole r/ec- 
ord on which any proceeding'in court 
to challenge the reasonableness or val- 
idity or such rates shall be determjn- 
,ed, unless the parties by agreement 
stipulate what shall constitute the 
record." 


The act also recites that "all find- 


ings of fact made by the Tribunal aft- 
er'noiice to the utility company being 
investigated, and to the council of the 
City to the corjjpraU.ori .coninjiision in- 
terested in the investigation, and a 
full opportunity to be heard, shall be 
conclusive on all parties, in the ab- 
sence of fraud, or o? error so gross'as 
to be tantamount to fraud."

Perhaps one of the cheapest time 


and labor-saving conveniihices in the 
kitchen is a good sized pair of sharp 
shears. We all can't 
have 
electric 


choppers and mincers, but most of us 
can have a pair of strong sharp shears 
that will chop small amounts easily 
and well. 


Celery and peppers are quickly cut 


for salads. Slit each stalk o'f 'celery 
with several gashes then cut cross- 
wise. The celery can be cut as fine 
or coarse as wanted. . 


There's no danger of making those 


unsightly scars on one's thumb when 
shears are used in place of a knife. 
So often when dicing meats and veg- 
etables with a knife the 
pressure 


against the thumb of the left hand is 
great enough to slightly cut, the skin. 
Tins makes an excellent place for 
stains from fruits and vegetables to 
settle and fine black lines through 
the end of the thumb are the result. 


Handy for Steak, Bacon 


Lettuce is easily shredded, tops cut 


from beets, green onions trimmed and 
grape fruit prepared by means of the 
shears.

danger of cutting the fingers. 


An easy way' to prepare fresh pine- 


apple is>to slie it across with a large 
knife and then "peel" each slice wi'th 
the shears.' Eggplant can be prepared 
this way too. 


Candied fruits and marshmallows 


are easily prepared for desserts' when 
snipped with shears. Dip chears in 
water to prevent sticking while cut- 
ting. 


After using shears they should be 


washed and scalded and lightly |-uj>- 
bed with'any salad oil before putting 
away.- Keep them in a drawer away 
from the children, because they must 
have sharp 'points and' be sharp on 
the edges if they give the most satis- 
factory results. 


Use the shears to prepare the marsh- 


mallow's, nuts and fruit in the Spring- 
time Dessert;

whipping cream, Vt cup candied cher- 
ries, '/4 cup candied pineapple, Vfe cup 
pecan hut meats, 4 tablespons 'pow- 
dered sugar, '/4 teaspoon vanilla; few 
grains salt.

When a puppy is born it is ready to 


walk; at least a very few days find 
it staggering about on its wobbly legs. 


These tiny supports are soft, the 


bones being mere splints of cartilage. 
Yet there are no bowlegged dogs un- 
less they are of a bow-legged breed. 


Why is it then that babies on a diet 


of mother's milk will occasionally de- 
velop legs curved either out or in? 
If nature takes care of some of her 
children in this respect, why not all? 
If a puppy can walk in a few days 
and grow up straight and perfect why 
can't a baby always do the same 
thing? 


To begin with, the weight of the 


animal is suported by four legs in- 
stead of two. That is one part of the 
answer. In ..the second place an ani- 
mal is born with co-ordination of mus- 
cle already developed. Also there is 
little knowledge of balance needed 
because walking on two legs is a far 
more difficult affair.

Let him push all he 
wants. But do not mistake ^it for a 
desire to bear all his own weight on 
his legs. Many parents at this stage 
take a baby's hands and pull him to 
his feet, which is a mistake. 


When he is ready he will pull him- 


self up by holding to the sides of his 
bed or play-yard. Then being assur- 
ed that his food has been right, and 
that he is in good condition, his moth- 
er may let him alone—even if he is 
only eight or nine months old. 


Of course, a baby stands long be- 


fore he walks, but the idea of weight 
is the same.

The opinion contained no reference 


to the provision abolishing publica- 
tion of the delinquent land list, and 
when asked about this point the at- 
torney general said that question was 
not 'involved In the inquiry from the 
Corporation Commission. 


The section relating to publication 
" delinquent lists provides that the 
rks shall keep such lists in n bound 


volume, which shall be open to in- 
spection by the public at all times, 
and that there shall be published in 
each county once weekly for two 
weeks betwe'en tho second Monday in 
May and the second Monday in June 
a notice that the land described in 
the delinquent tax book will be sold 
on the second Monday in June. 


The attorney general's opinion fol-

Inescapable Conclusion 


"I regret to be forced to the con. 


elusion that the act is unconstitution- 
al. It is with great reluctance that I 
advise you to disregard the provisions 
of this county salary act, but the Su- 
preme Court has held that: 
" 'Officers of tho executive depart- 


ment are not bound lo execute a leg- 
islative act which, in their judgment, 
is repugnant to the constitution. Their

At Decalur, Ala., Sunday a jury

the second trial. Ruby Bates, one of 
the women .testified that she lied. 
She said she first testified the negroes 
attacked her because she was told to 
say that by the other woman, Mrs. 
Victoria Price. Other testimony pur- 
ported to show that the women had 
affairs with two wiilte men, and be- 
came involved when a fight between 
negroes and white men broke out in 
the box car. 


All this is sordid reading. 
The imported counsel for the de- 


fense, Samuel S. Leibowitz, of the In- 
ternational Labor Defense, New York, 
mado a btiter attack on Southern 
justice. 


Many men in the North could tell 


Mr. Leibowitz he hasn't helped the 
Scottsboro negroes by trying a life- 
and-death case on the issue of racial 
intolerance. 


Many Northerners could tell the In- 


ternational Labor Defense that they 
will never stop losing cases, what-

they learn to stop sending the Mr. 
Leibowitzes out of New York with a 
superior moral righteousness into the 
rural South, where white men and 
negroes ordinarily live and work 
peaceably together. 


Southern law, Southern evidence, 


obviously required Southern counsel. 


The Scottsboro case is not yet fin- 


ished. The South, with complete evi- 
dence before it, will write the final 
verdict with more sympathy and jus- 
tice than any other section could.

The judge's .statement followed the 


removal of Chapman from Crawford 
to Union county by Sheriff A, D. 
Maxey who captured him near Van 
Buren. 


"No Ransom" Said Judge , 


"Union county has as much right to 


try. Chapman as we have," the judge 
declared. "Tha£ wasn't the question 
with us. Our '.argument was in re-' 
gards to Sheriff Maxey holding*him 
for ransom. I think'the sheriff'cov- 
ered a lot of territory when he issued 
a statement that any court that tried 
Chapman would be'forced to pay for 
him." 


''If Crawford county had wanted to 


try Chapman, that would, have been 
a different matter," Judge Bush con- 
tinued. "Our, only interest in the 
matter was to see that Chapman was, 
tried for the crime he is alleged to 
hav* committed .and .not merely held 
indefinitely while' a baFgiin & him 
was being made." 


Williams Case Set 


Despite Hempstead county's loss of 


the custody of Chapman, the case of 
Charley Willims, his alleged compan- 
ion in the bank raid, has been set for 
Tuesday in Hempstead circuit court 
at Washington, Judge Bush said. 


Chapman, clad in a pair of overalls, 


sat in a jail cell at El Dorado Sun- 
day and declared that stories printed 
about his 
career 
were 
"a lot of 


hooey." He entered'a general denial 
to charges against him. Laughing he 
said "I guess I am what you would 
call a victim of circumstances." 


Lost His Good Suit 


Asked why he was dressed in over- 


alls, Chapman said that 
> Crawford 


county officers "big-boyed" him out 
of his "good suit" 


Asked why he hopped from an. au- 


tomobile to escape officers when he 
was captured, Chapman said—"I was 
with two innocent kids. They didn't 
know -who I was, and they were driv- 
ing me across the country. I knew I 
was wanted and figured that deputies 
chasing us might start shooting. So 
I told the kids to stop, let me out, 
and then beat it. 


"The deputies started shooting at 


me, and I ran. I jumpsd into a hole, 
and1 could have nailed at least a 
couple of them if I had wanted to. I 
shot several times either at the ground 
or high above their heads. I know 
how to shoot a six-shooter, and if I 
hand wanted to hit them—they would 
have been hit. 


"It's a darn, lucky thing I wasn't 


killed. I thought I was a goner when 
that last bullet hit me in the back—I 


far exceeds the supply, he says. About j jjuj 
one-fourth of the sales closed by Mr. ne 
Smith thus far this year have been 
for all-cash.

Law Partly Void 


It Applies Only to Sales 


After June 8, Day It 


Is Effective 


LITTLE ROCK.—Provisions of Act 


280 of 1933, to increase from two to 
four years the period for redeeming 
property sold for nonpayment of n\^ 
and to decrease the penalty from 1" to 
three per cent, are unconstitutional 
and void insofar as they attempt to 
change the rights o£ individiuals ac- 
cruing prior to the effective date of 
the act, Attorney General Hal L. Nor- 
wood Saturday advised George W. 
Neal, state land commissioner. 


The opinion, written by Assistant 


Attorney General Robert F. Smith, 
said provisions of the act are sever* 
able and that the constitutional pro- 
visions can stand after invalid pro- 
visions have been eliminated.
